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The  Martyrdom  of  Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet, 
and  h!s  Brother  Hyrum, 

88  YEARS  AGO  THIS  JUNE  27th  JOSEPH      SMITH     WAS      BRUTALLY 

MURDERED  BY  A  MOB. 

Extracts  from  Roberts'  Comprehensive  History  of  the  Church. 

The  evening  of  the  twenty-sixth  of 
June,  1844  was  sjjent  very  pleasantly  by 
the  prisoners  and  their  friends — John 
Taylor,  Willard  Richards,  John  S.  Full- 
mer, Stephen  Markham  and  Dan  Jones, 
in  Carthage  jail.  Hyrum  occupied  the 
principal  part  of  the  time  in  reading  ac- 
counts from  the  Book  of  Mormon  of  the 
deliverance  of  God's  servants  from  prison. 
and  in  commenting  upon  them,  with  a 
view,  doubtless,  of  cheering  his  brother 
Joseph,  since  the  Prophet  had  expressed 
himself  as  feeling  an  uneasiness  as  to  hisi 
safety,  that  he  had  never  before  experi- 
enced when  in  the  hands  of  his  enemies. 

Willard  Richards,  President  Smith's 
secretary  and  journalizer,  worked  on  late 
into   the   night   copying   important    docu- 


ments by  the  flickering  flame  of  a  tallow 
candle.  President  Smith  and  his  brother 
Hyruni  occupied  the  only  bedstead  in  the 
room,  while  their  friends  lay  side  by  side 
on  the  mattresses  spread  out  on  the  floor. 
Sometimes  after  midnight  a  single  gun 
was  fired  near  the  prison.  Richards  was 
startled  in  his  chair,  and  President  Smith 
rose  from  the  bed  where  he  was  and 
stretched  himself  upon  a  mattress  between 
Fullmer  and  Jones.  "  Lay  your  head  on 
my  arm  for  a  pillow,  Brother  John,"  said 
he  to  Fullmer,  as  he  kindly  placed  his 
arm  under  that  person's  head.  Soon  all 
was  quite,  except  that  in  a  low  tone  Full- 
mer and  the  Prophet  continued  to  talk  of 
presentiments  the  latter  had  received  of 
approaching  death.     "I  would  like  to  see 
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my  family  again,"  said  he,  "  and  would 
to  God  that  I  could  preach  to  the  saints 
in  Nauvoo  once  more."  Fullmer  tried  to 
cheer  him  by  saying  he  thought  that  he 
would  have  that  privilege  many  times. 

During  the  27th  of  June  the  prisoners, 
after  Governor  Ford,  with  his  troops  of 
dragons  had  departed,  and  their  few  per- 
sonal friends — excei>ting  John  Taylor  and 
Willard  Richards,  both  of  the  quorum  of 
the  twelve — had  either  been  dispatched  on 
their  several  commissions,  or  hustled  from 
Carthage  by  the  soldiery  and  the  rabble, 
experienced  that  depression  of  spirit  that 
so  often  precedes  calamitous  events  in 
the  lives  of  men.  Especially  was  this  the 
case  with  the  Prophet.  Elder  Taylor  to 
cheer  him  sang  the  six  verses  of  the 
sacred  song,  "  A  Poor  Wayfaring  Man  of 
Grief". 

The  afternoon  was  sultry  and  hot.  The 
four  brethren  sat  listlessly  about  the  room 
with  their  coats  off  ;  and  the  windows  of 
the  prison  were  open  to  receive  such  air 
as  might  be  stirring.  Late  in  the  after- 
noon Mr.  Stigall,  the  jailor,  came  in  and 
suggested  that  they  would  be  safer  in  the 
cells.  Joseph  told  him  that  they  would  go 
in  after  supper.  Turning  to  Elder 
Richards  the  Prophet  said  :  "  If  we  go 
into  the  cell  will  you  go  with  us?"  Elder 
Richards  said:  "  Brother  Joseph,  you 
did  not  ask  me  to  cross  the  river  with  you, 
(referring  to  the  time,  when  they  crossed 
the  Mississippi,  en  route  for  the  Rocky 
Mountains) — you  did  not  ask  me  to  come 
to  Carthage — you  did  not  ask  me  to  come 
to  jail  with  yoi  —  and  do  you  think  \ 
would  forsake  you  now  ?  But  I  will  tell 
you  what  I  will  do ;  if  you  are  condemned 
to  be  hung  for  '  treason,'  I  will  be  hung 
in  your  stead,  and  you  shall  go  free. 
Joseph  replied,  "But  you  cannot".  Brot- 
her Richards  said,   "  I  will". 

Hyrum  Smith  asked  Elder  Taylor  to 
sing  again  "  The  Poor  Wayfaring  Man  of 
Grief".  Elder  Richards  replied,  "  Brot- 
her Hyrum,  I  do  not  feel  like  singing  " 
and  Hyrum  said,  "Oh,  never  mind: 
commence  singing  and  you  will  get  the 
spirit  of  it". 

Soon  after  finishing  the  song  the  second 
time,  as  he  was  sitting  at  one  of  the  front 
windows.   Elder  Taylor  saw  a  number  of 


men,  with  painted  faces,  rushing  round 
the  corner  of  the  jail  towards  the  stairs. 
They  were  halted  at  the  entrance  but  a 
moment.  "The  guards  were  hustled  away 
from  the  door,  good  naturedly  resisting 
until  they  were  carefully  disarmed." 

The  brethren  must  have  seen  this  mob 
simultaneously,  for  they  all  leaped  to  the 
door  to  secure  it,  as  the  lock  and  latch 
were  of  little  use.  The  mob  reaching  the 
landing  in  front  of  the  door  fired  a  shot 
into  the  lock.  Hy^rum  and  Doctor 
Richards  sprang  back,  when  instantly 
another  ball  crashed  through  the  panel  of 
the  door  and  struck  Hyrum  in  the  face ; 
at  the  same  instant  a  ball,  evidently  from 
the  window  facing  the  public  square 
where  the  main  body  of  the  Carthage 
Greys  was  stationed,  enterd  his  back,  and 
he  fell,   calmly  exclaiming : 

' '  I  am.  a  dead  man  ! ' ' 

With  an  expression  of  deep  sympathy 
in  his  face  Joseph  bent  over  the  prostrate 
body  of  the  murdered  man  and  ex- 
claimed : 

"  Oh,  my  poor,  dear  brother  Hyrum  !" 

The  scene  was  terrible.  Streams  of  fire 
belched  forth  from  the  ever  increasing 
number  of  guns  in  the  doorway,  yet  calm, 
and  determined,  Elder  Taylor  beat  down 
the  muzzles  of  those  murderous  guns. 

"  That's  right,  Brother  Taylor,  parry 
them  off  as  well  as  you  can,"  said  the 
Prophet,  as  he  stood  behind  him. 

Meantime  the  crowd  on  the  landing 
grew  more  dense  and  were  forced  to  the 
door  by  the  pressure  of  those  below  crowd- 
ing their  way  up  stairs.  The  guns  of  the 
assailants  vrere  pushed  further  and  fur- 
ther into  the  room — the  firing  was  more 
rapid  and  accompanied  with  demoniac 
yells  and  horrid  oaths  and  execrations. 
Certain  that  they  would  be  overpowered 
in  a  moment.  Elder  Taylor  sprang  for  the 
open  window  directly  in  front  of  the  pri- 
son door,  and  also  exposed  to  the  fire  of 
the  Carthage  Greys  from  the  public 
-quare.  As  he  was  in  the  act  of  leaping 
form  the  window,  a  ball  fired  from  the 
doorway  struck  him  about  midway  of  his 
left  thigh.  He  fell  helplessly  forward  to- 
wards the  open  vrindow,  and  would  have 
dropped  on  the  outside  of  the  jail,  but 
that  another  ball  from  the  outside,  strik- 
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ing  the  watch  in  his  vest  pocket,  threw 
him  back  into  the  room.  The  hands  of 
the  watch  stood  at  sixteen  minutes  and 
twenty  six  seconds  past  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  thus  marking  the  moment 
when  its  possessor  stood  on  the  line  of  time 
and  eternity. 

As  Elder  Ta3dor  was  thrown  back  from 
the  window  Joseph  attempted  to  leap  out, 
but  in  doing  so  was  instantly  shot  and  fell 
to  the  ground  with  a  martyr-cry  upon  his 
lips—"  O  Lord,  my  God  !"  With  his  last 
dying  energies  he  gathered  himself  up, 
and  leaned  in  a  sitting  posture  against  the 
rude  stone  well  curb.  His  stricken  con- 
dition excited  no  pity  in  the  mob  thirsting 
for  his  life.  A  squad  of  Missourians  who 
were  standing  by  the  fence  leveled  their 
pieces  at  him,  and  before  they  could  see 
him  again  for  the  smoke  they  made, 
JosejDh  Smith  was  dead. 

These  two  noble  brothers  were  both  shot 
after  they  were  dead,  in  a  brutal  manner, 
and  both  received  four  balls. 

Joseph  Smith  lived  great,  and  he  died, 
great  in  the  eyes  of  God  and  his  people  ; 
and  like  most  of  the  Lord's  Anointed,  in 
ancient  times,  has  sealed  his  mission  and 
his  works  with  his  own  blood.  "  For 
where    a    Testament    is,"    says    Hebrews, 

there  must  also  be  of  necessity  the  death 
of  the  Testator :  for  a  Testament  is  of 
force  after  men  are  dead  ;  otherwise  it  is 
of  no  strength  at  all  while  the  Testator 
liveth." 


ANOTHER  LARGE  MAYAN  CITY 
FOUND  IN  YUCATAN  JUNGLES. 


Editor's  note :  The  following  article 
will  be  of  vital  interest  to  Book  of  Mor- 
mon readers,  especially  since  it  confirms 
from  an  independent  source  the  things 
written  in  that  record  of  the  building  of 
large  cities,  by  the  Ancient  Americans, 
or  the  people  it  mentions  as  Nephites  and 
Lamanites.  When  the  Book  of  Mormon 
was  first  published  by  Joseph  Smith,  in 
1830,  he  was,  25  years  of  age  .and  could 
have  known  but  little  of  what  was  west- 
ward, beyond  the  Mississippi  River,  as 
Cbicago  was  then  not  known,  and  only  in 
1835  did  it  become  know  as  the  farthest 
western  fur  trading  station  or  town  in  the 


United  States.  As  years  go  by  and  col- 
leges and  institutions  and  scientists  and 
governments,  continue  to  uncover  the  yel 
unknown  thousands  of  buildings,  strui:- 
tures,  pyramids,  cities,  roadways,  etc., 
existing  as  silent  witnesses  of  the  people 
the  Book  of  Mormon  tells  about ;  that 
great  and  marvelous  record  will  bp 
silently  proven  true  to  all  man  kind,  if 
they  will  but  let  their  hearts  be  humble 
and  open  to  receive  light  and  truth  and 
knowledge,  from  whatsoever  source  it 
may  come. — D 

Washington,  April  30.— (AP)— Dit? 
covery  of  ruins  of  a  hitherto  unknown 
Maya  city  of  enormous  size  and  great 
archaelogical  importance  in  the  jungles  of 
Yucatan  was  announced  to-day  by  the 
Carneige  Institution  of  Washington. 

Existence  of  the  city,  first  seen  by  a 
white  man  in  Dec.  1931,  has  been  con- 
firmed by  an  expedition  led  by  Dr.  Syl- 
vanus  Morley.  He  found  that  the  city 
was  once  a  great  Mayan  religious  center, 
any  many  dates  are  sculptured  on  the 
ruins  which  are  expected  to  add  greatly 
to  knowledge  of  Maya  history. 

The  city  was  first  seen  by  C  L.  Lun- 
dell,  an  American  botanist  employed  by  a 
company  operating  in  the  region.  He 
named  it  "  Calakmul,"  which  means,  in 
the  Maya  language,  "  The  Tvro  Adjacent 
Hills." 

"  Calakmul  exceeds  our  expectations," 
Dr.  Morley  reported  to  the  institution. 
"  It  contains  the  tremendous  total  of  one 
hundred  and  three  stelae  (monuments) 
with  sculptured  figures  and  hieroglyphs, 
many  more  sculptured  monuments  than 
any  city  hitherto  known.  Some  of  the 
stelae  are  of  high  aesthetic  merit,  while 
fifty-one  are  dated,  of  v/hich  the  expedi- 
tion deciphered  about  half." 

The   expedition   mapped   all   the   mono- 
lotlis  and  buildings  on  the  site.

MESSAGE 

The  Aaronic  Piiosthood  i«  an  import- 
ant part  of  the  foundation  and  frame- 
Work  of  the  Churcli.  Without  it  as  a 
division  of  the  Holy  P'riesthood,  this 
work  could  not  function  as  the  true 
Church  of  Christ.  This  authority  was 
an  integral  part  of  the  Church  established 
by  the  Saviour,  which  was  taken  from 
the  earth  through  apostasy  after  the 
time  of  the  ancient  apostles.  When  it 
was  restored  in  these  days  by  the  mes- 
senger, John  the  Baptist,  who  held  the 
keys  of  authority  from  the  previous  dis- 
pensation, it  came  as  a  new  revelation. 
Yet  it  was  at  once  recognized  as  being 
perfectly  in  harmony  with  scriptural 
teachings.  The  ordination  of  Joseph 
Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery  by  the  mes- 
senger, and  the  conferring  of  the  keys 
of  this  Priesthood,  opened  a  new  dispens- 
ation of  this  divine  authority. 

The  increase  m  membership  of  the 
Aaronic  P'riesthood  has  kept  pace  with 
the  steady  growth  of  the  Church.  To- 
daj',  throughout  the  Church,  there  are 
approximately  68,026  young  and  older 
men  clothed  with  this  authority.  Also, 
the  activities  of  the  Priesthood,  especially 
in  latter  years,  have  increased  greatly. 
Eunctioning  chiefly  in  temporal  affairs 
and  outward  ordinances,  it  plays  a  very 
considerable  part  in  the  progress  of  the 
Church. 

It  has  within  it  tremendous  possibili- 
ties. The  future  of  the  Church  depends 
upon  the  training  and  development  of 
the  youth  of  Zion.  Upon  young  men 
bearing  the  Priesthood  rests  largely  the 
responsibility  for  the  extent  of  success  in 
missionary  work.  Never  before  was 
there  such  a  time  when  young  men  gener- 
ally should  be  able  to  discern  and  have 
courage  to  observe,  right  living.  The 
purpose  of  this  Priesthood  is  to  produce 
just  such  results.  Through  training  and 
service  to  Church  members,  the  Priest- 
hood member  exemplifies  the  qualities 
and  habits  which  he  teaches.  The  divine 
spirit  accompanies  the  diligent  efforts  of 


the  boy  or  man  so  engaged  and  inspires 
a  spiritual  power  and  stability  obtainable 
in  no  other  way.  The  aim  of  this  great 
movement  is  to  prepare  every  member 
thereof  most  thorouglily  for  Church  ser- 
vice and  for  successful  life. 

Although  the  general  plan  for  the 
training  and  activity  of  this  Priesthood 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Presiding  Bis 
hopric,  the  machinery  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  plan  is  fully  set  up  in  the 
stakes,  wards  and  missions.  In  carrying 
the  responsibility  of  this  work  in  their 
several  divisions  it  is  expected  that  the 
stake,  ward  and  mission  officers  will  exer- 
cise their  initiative  in  stimulating  the 
greatest  possible  interest  and  activity  of 
every  member  thereof. 

It  is  desirable  that  every  young  man 
between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  twenty 
years  shall,  for  his  own  welfare,  qualify 
for  and  be  desirous  of  receiving  ordina- 
tion to  and  advancement  in  the  Priest- 
hood. To  this  end  the  correlation  plan 
has  been  developed  through  the  co-opera- 
tion of  all  agencies  in  the  Church  having 
to  do  with  the  young  men  of  these  ages. 
The  result  will  be  the  teaching  and  train- 
ing of  the  young  men  in  every  phase  of 
Ciiurch  activity. 

In  this  year  1932  and  the  years  that 
are  to  follow  we  foresee  an  increased 
awakening,  both  by  those  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  direction,  and  by  the 
Priesthood  members,  to  a  sense  of  their 
splendid  opportunity. 

Now,  let  every  man  catch  the  vision 
of  this  great  work  and  resolve  to  do  his 
part  so  that  every  member  shall  be  pre- 
pared to  most  fully  magnify  this  Priest- 
hood.

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Our  Unpaid  Ministry.

Tlu'  spiritual  lalxnirs  devolviiif^-  upon 
the  Church  of  Christ  must  be  ])erforrned 
and  shared  in  by  the  whole  membership. 
That  is  a  cardinal  principle  of  the  Gospel 
organization.  Therefore,  there  is  no  spe- 
cial ministerial  class  among  the  Latter- 
day  Saints.  Every  member  is  expected 
to  know  the  Gospel  and  helj)  to  teach  it, 
watch  over  it  and  defend  it. 

There  is  no  special  training  for  the 
ministry  in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints.  Instead,  every 
member  from  childhood  is  taught  the 
few,  simple  principles  and  practices  of 
the  Gospel,  in  the  home  and  in  carefully 
graded  and  guided  organizations.  Every 
faithful  adherent  to  the  restored  Gospel 
gives  allegiance  to  the  Church  because 
of  a  personal  conviction  of  its  truth — a 
testimony  of  the  Spirit  derived  from 
sound  knowledge  and  intelligent  practice 
of  Gospel  requirements.  Such  indepen- 
dent knowledge  and  certainty  give  power 
to  guide  other  souls  intO'  light  and  truth. 

The  authority  of  the  Priesthood  has 
been  committed  to  the  restored  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Under  the  divine  plan, 
all  male  members,  if  worthy,  may  receive 
the  Priesthood  and  function  in  its  offi- 
ces. Women  share  in  the  blessings  and 
privileges  of  the  Priesthood.  Both  men 
and  women  may  hold  office  in  the  auxil- 
iary organizations,  serve  in  the  Temples, 
fill  missions,  teach  and  preach,  and 
otherwise  help  promote  the  latter-day 
cause . 

Practically  every  member  of  good 
•standing  in  the  Church,  at  one  time  or 
another,  serv&s  in  some  official  position, 
in  a  ministerial  capacity  as  it  were.  It 
is  understood  that  a  part  of  a  Latter-day 
Saint's  time  and  strength  should  be 
given,  to  the  Church.  Spiritual  power 
and  temporal  satisfaction  flow  from  un- 
selfish service.     Love  lives  by  sacrifice. 

Labour  in  the  ministry  of  the  Church 
is  unpaid.  For  example,  the  bishoprics, 
branch  presidencies,  and  stake  presiden- 
cies, of  whom  there  are  over  five  thou- 
sand,   provide    for   themselves   and   their 


families  by  attending  to  their  usual 
trades  or  professional  occupations.  Their 
spare  time,  often  every  evening,  is  given 
to  the  care  of  the  ])eople  placed  in  their 
(;liarge.  Their  wives  and  children  fore- 
go the  ])leasuri'  of  the  companionship  of 
husband  and  father,  and  thus  the  whole 
family  sacrifice  for  the  cause  to  which 
they  are  devoted.  Xo  ])ayment  is  made 
for  this  service  in  the  coin  of  men  ;  the 
reward  is  spiritual,  and  it  is  indeed  soul- 
satisfying,  as  tens  of  thousands  within 
the  Church  will  testify.  Appointments 
to  office  are  not  for  life,  but,  ordinarily, 
release  from  one  position  is  followed  by 
a  call  into  another,  so  that  constant  offi- 
cial responsibility  is  the  lot  of  most 
Church  members. 

The  vast  missionary  systein  is  luipaid. 
The  missionary,  with  his  own  savings  or 
the  aid  of  his  family  and  friends,  nays 
for  his  transportation  into  the  mission 
field  and  for  his  support  while  there. 
The  total  sum  thus  expended  is  very- 
large,  since  upwards  of  two  thousand 
missionaries  are  kept  constantly  in  the 
mission  fields.  After  two  or  three  yeai'S 
of  voluntary  service,  the  missionary  is 
returned  to  his  home  at  the  expense  of 
the  Church,  with  funds  drawn  from  the 
tithing  of  the   people. 

When  the  Church  employs  anyone  to 
do  work  outside  of  the  direct  claims  of 
the  ministry,  such  as  masons,  carpenters, 
painters  in  the  building  of  temples,  or 
routine  workers  in  offices,  it  enters  the 
open  market,  secures  competent  persons 
and  pays  them  modest  wages.  True, 
even  such  work  is  often  donated  by 
faithful  Latter-day  Saints.  Wages  are 
not  paid  for  service  in  the  ministry ; 
since  in  nearly  every  case,  a  person  is 
aisked  to  devote  only  a  part  of  his  time 
to  the  ministry,  leaving  the  remainder 
for  labours  in  behalf  of  his  temporal 
support.  However,  if  a  person  is  called 
to  give  his  whole  time  to  spiritual  la- 
bours over  a  long  period,  thus  prevent- 
ing him  from  earning  a  livelihood,  his 
circumstances  are  considered  and  suit- 
able provision  made  for  his  support. 
Such  cases  are  very  few. 

One  may  not  become  a  candidate  for 
an    office    in    the    Ciiurch.     In   fact,    the 
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office-seeker  is  not  held  in  good  repute. 
Men  and  women  are  called  into  the  ser- 
vice. Nominations  are  made,  imder  in- 
spiration, by  those  who  are  sustained  as 
•Church  leaders,  and  presented  to  the 
people  for  approval.  It  is  a  simple  sys- 
tem, avoiding  the  evils  of  politics  and 
giving  experience  to  all.  The  only  real 
inducement  to  accept  office  in  the  minis- 
try of  the  Church  is  to  serve  the  Lord 
and  to  help  the  children  of  men. 

To  summarise :  The  universal  ministry 
within  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  rests  upon  the  doc- 
trine that  every  member  having  received 
the  precious  gift  of  truth,  should  be 
willing  lo  give  freely  of  himself  for  the 
establishment  and  promulgation  of  that 
which  he  has  freely  received.  Latter- 
day  Saints  bear  testimony  that  the  sacri- 
fice required  in  the  ministry  of  the 
Church  brings  great  blessings,  not  the 
least  of  which  is  the  growth  in  power 
and  understanding  which  of  necessity 
comes  to  him  who,  in  the  cause  of  the 
Lord,  gives  of  himself  for  his  fellow  men. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  remember  and 
trust  the  words  spoken  by  the  Lord  to 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  "  Attend  to 
thy  calling  and  thoii  shalt  have  where- 
with to  magnifv  thine   office." — W.

Mormon  Sunday  Schools. 

DO  YOU  ATTEND  THEM  ? 

The  total  membership  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  of  the  Mormon  Church  at  the 
close  of  1931  wa?  309,176,  an  increase  of 
some  23,500  members  over  the  previous 
year.  A  total  of  28,225  officers  and 
teachers  have  charge  of  this  m^embership. 
There  were  19,029  in  the  teacher  training- 
department.  There  was  the  greatest  in- 
crease in  adult  attendance  at  Sunday 
School  than  in  any  department  and  57 
per  cent,  of  the  enrollment  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  was  in  attendance  each  Sunday. 
There  was  an  increase  in  attendance  over 
the  world  each  Sunday  of  17,668.  There 
was  an  average  of  12,691  visitors  attended 
L.D.S.  Sunday  Schools  each  Sunday 
morning.  A  total  of  27,352  babes  under 
four  years  of  age  are  on  the  cradle.

HONORABLY   RELEASED 

Elder  Kenneth  Sutherland,  who  com- 
menced missionary  work  January  5, 
1930,  was  honorably  released  from  mis- 
sionary duty  June  1,  1932  after  having 
filled  a  successful  mission  of  29  months  in 
South  Africa. 

Although  Elder  Sutherland  is  a  native 
of  Aberdeen,  Scotland,  he  became  con- 
verted to  the  Gospel  and  came  to  South 
Africa  to  commence  his  business  as  an  en- 
graver. He  saved  the  beginning  of  a 
little  fortune  while  in  Cape  Town,  and 
was  asked  by  the  Mission  President  to  fill 
a  mission.  He  paused  and  questioned  his 
ability  and  worthiness  and  then  said,  in 
substance :  "  If  I  may  be  privileged  to  do 
that  work  for  the  Lord  and  my  fellow 
men,  I  will  give  all  my  time  and  means, 
and  the  best  I  have."  He  verily  did  this 
and  to  complete  his  mission  it  was  neces- 
sary to  borrow  money,  but  he  did  his  best 
and  a  noble  work. 

The  Mission  President  has  been  pleased 
with  the  efforts  of  Elder  Sutherland,  and 
there  is  no  question  but  what  the  Lord  ac- 
cepts of  his  offering. 

Not  like  the  rich  young  man  (Matt. 
19  :  21  who  could  not  sell  all  he  had  and 
give  it  to  the  poor  and  follow  the  Master, 
Elder  Sutherland  sold  all  he  had  and  gavp 
it  to  the  spiritually  poor  and  he  has  fol 
lowed  the  Master.

"  Obedience  is  better  than  sacrifice," 
said  the  Prophet  Samuel  to  King  Saul, 
and  Elder  K.  Y.  Stringham  did  better 
than  sacrifice  in  the  South  African  Mission. 
When  the  Mission  President  said  to  do  a 
thing  he  could  count  on  it  being  done  as 
far  as  humanly  possible  if  he  told .  this 
young  man  to  do  it.  As  a  result  of  obed- 
ience Elder  Sttingham  became  humble 
and  meek  and  a  magnetic  presence  seem- 
ed to  be  with  him  all  the  time.  This  is 
evidenced  by  the  number  of  people  in  the 
Mission  who  love  him  and  have  been 
urged  to  activity,  in  the  Church  by  see- 
ing his  fidelity  and  having  a  desire  to  be 
with  him. 

"  I  am  a  Mormon  sheepherder,  but  I 
am  proupder  of  being  a  Mormon  than  I 
am  of  being  a  sheepherder,"  was  his 
favorite  expression.  Another  interesting 
thought  he  coined  was  this :  "I  am  the 
man  who  knows  less  about  more  things 
than  anyone."  But,  he  could  use  the 
things  he  knew  for  the  good  of  everybody. 
Elder  Stringham  has  qualities  as  a  mana- 
ger and  supervisor.  He  has  not  a  driving 
impulsive  nature  but  a  leading  and  ener- 
getic nature. 

The  following  is  a  .brief  extract  from  a 
letter  he  wrote  to  the  Mission  President 
May  27,  while  on  a  country  trip  with  Bro. 
Dick  Jakins :  "  We  tracted  a  Catholic 

Mission  home,  and  on  the  stoep  we  met 
the  head  Sister  and  another  lady.  We 
bluntly  and  willingly  told  them  we  were 
Mormon  missionaries.  The  two  ladies 
laughed  heartily  for  a  few  minutes  and 
then  we  got  them  greatly  interested.  The 
Sister  said,  "  We  Catholics  know  we  are 
right,"  and  she  illustrated  it  like  this. 
She  said,  "  We  go  along  in  a  big  motor- 
car, and  every  once  in  a  while  Ave  look 
back  and  see  the  other  poor  churches 
coming  along."  We  told  her  that  we  were 
different — that  we  ride  along  in  a  big, 
mighty,  beautiful  motor-car,  but  we  ask 
the  others  to  get  in  and  ride  too  and  help 
them  if  they  will  ride  with  us. 

Elder  Stringham  arrived  in  the  Mis- 
sion field  Dec.  2nd.   1929  and  was  honor- 


ably released,  over  two  and  a  half  years 
afterwards,  June  17th,  1932,  on  which 
date  he  sailed  for  his  home,  in  Vernal. 
Utah.  He  baptised  26  people,  got  many 
Cumorah  Southern  Cross  subscriptions, 
sold  many  Books  of  Mormon  and  was 
President  of  Transvaal  District  for  about 
a  year.  He  labored  in  Johannesburg  for 
two  years  and  left  many  stalwart  friends 
there,  and  later  became  President  of  Cape 
District. 

Since  Elder  Stringham  has  gone,  his 
friends,  companions  and  President  and 
Sister  Dalton  join  in  the  thought  of 
Longfellow,  in  "Three  Friends  of  Mine," 
in  saying,  "  Nothing  now  is  left,  but  a 
majestic  memory."  God  bless  Elder 
Strinsham. — D.

Mission    Meeting 
Competition. 


An  influence  engaging  the  attention 
and  curiosity  of  a  steadily  increasing 
number,  is  still  an  expressive  clause  to 
shortly  state  the  success  of  the  Mission 
Wide  Meeting  Contest  between  the  seven 
districts  of  the  South  African  Mission. 
These  meetings  are  proving  interesting  by 
reason  of  the  study  courses  the  District 
Presidents  have  outlined.  Not  only  are 
the  members  going  into  the  highways  and 
the  by-ways  to  get  deliquent  members  to 
attend  meetings,  but  many  of  the  friends 
are  eagerly  working  to  help  their  district 
emerge  triumphant  and  win  the  coveted 
new  song  books  for  all  the  branch  organ- 
izations in  the  district  as  a  prize. 

Each  Family  is  encouraged  to  hold  a 
little  Gospel  study  meeting  in  the  home 
each  morning  or  evening  or  as  often  as 
desired  for  forty  minutes  with  singing 
and  prayer  and  study  of  Scriptures  or 
some  good  book  pertaining  to  the  Gospel. 
This  phase  of  the  Meeting  competition, 
called  Family  home  evenings  and  Gospel 
study  classes,  cannot  be  urged  enough.  It 
is  such  a  sweet  thing  for  a' family  to  meet 
together  in  love  and  harmony  and  to  have 
family  prayer  and  devotion  and  then 
study  the  Gospel.  Each  family  holding 
such  meetings  should  consult  with  or 
write  to  their  District  President  for  spe- 
cified instructions,  so  that  the  meetings 
so  held  will  count  for  the  District  in  num- 
ber of  meetings  and  attendance  to  meet- 
ings. 

"  There  has  been  more  love  and  har- 
mony exhibited  during  the  past  Mission 
tour  than  during  any  tour  so  far,"  said 
President  Dalton,   and  he  attributes  this 
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to  the  great  interest  in  the  gospel,  that 
holding  meetings  and  attendance  to  them 
has  aroused  in  the  hearts  of  the  people. 
"It  is  also  evident  that  more  study  of 
the  gospel  is  done  by  the  people,  which 
naturally  makes  them  happy  and  full  of 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,"  he  said. 

The  competition  is  this  :  — Commencing 
Sunday  morning,  May  1,  and  continuing 
for  six  months  to  October  31,  the  District 
having  the  most  meetings  and  the  great- 
est attendance  to  these  meetings,  (mem- 
Taers,  friends,  and  missionaries  included), 
compared  with  the  membership  of  the 
District  December  1,  1931,  will  win  a 
Mission  award  of  sufficient  new  song 
books  for  each  Branch  in  the  District.  If 
there  is  a  Sunday  School  or  a  Relief 
Society  organization  that  is  isolated  from 
a  principal  Branch,  this  organization  will 
also  receive  new  song  books.  The  District 
winning  second  place  will  receive  the  used 
song  books  of  the  winning  District  as  its 
award. 

The  number  of  meetings  will  count  30% 
and  the  number  in  attendance  will  count 
70°o.  Every  meeting  held  counts  one  unit 
and  everyone  attending  a  meeting  will 
count  one  unit. 

A  meeting  is  to  be  classified  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner :  The  coming  together  of 
three  or  more  persons  in  a  meeting  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  ;  to  be  opened  and 
closed  with  singing  and  prayer,  and  to 
last  at  least  40  minutes,  with  exception 
of  Elders  classes  and  report  meetings  and 
officers  and  teachers  preliminary  meet- 
ings. 

Branch  teacher's  meetings,  Choir  prac- 
tices, Conference  meetings.  Cottage  meet- 
ing. Cottage  singing  circles.  Elders  Re- 
port meetings,  and  study  classes,  (at  least 
two  to  be  present),  Fast  meetings,  Family 
home  evenings,  Genealogical  meetings, 
Gospel  study  meetings,  M.I. A.  meetings, 
Officesr  and  Teachers  meetings,  which  are 
to  last  at  least  10  minutes,  and  a  prayer  at 
opening  or  closing,  without  singing  un- 
less desired,  Priesthood  meetings.  Parties, 
Relief  Society  meetings,  Sacrament  meet- 
ings, Socials,  Street  meetings  (at  Street 
meetings  only  members,  missionaries,  and 
knovrn    friends    in    attendance    are    to    be 


counted),  and  Sunday  Schools  should  all 
be  included  in  the  contest,  providing  they 
meet  the  requirements  of  meetings.  But 
all  meetings  must  be  supervised  by  the 
District  President,  or  some  one  appointed 
by  him,  or  the  regular  officers  of  the  or- 
ganization so  meeting. 

The  Mission  President  requests  that  a 
complete  minute  be  kept  of  all  meetings 
and  that  the  names  of  those  in  attend- 
ance be  given  to  the  District  President 
in  time  for  his  monthly  report,  before 
the  twenty-fifth  of  each  month. 

Individual  Prize. 

As  a  compliment  to  the  person  attend- 
ing the  most  meetings  excepting  full  time 
missionaries,  during  the  six  months 
period,  the  Mission  President  will  present 
a  leather-bound  combination  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon,  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  and 
Pearl  of  Great  Price,  and  to  the  next 
highest  twenty,  in  the  Mission,  he  will 
present  a  bound  volume  of  the  Articles 
of  Faith.  Everybody  should  see  that 
they  are  given  credit  for  attendance  at 
any  meeting  as  this  will  be  a  great  factor 
in  determining  the  individual  winners.
